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ustralia’s national coach Terry 
Venables came, saw and 
conquered! Venables has started 
his new career with a bang, three games 
for three victories in the Optus Soccer 
World Series. Venables has not only 
conquered his opponents but also the 
crowds. 

Having won the games and the crowds, 
where does Venables go from here? 

The Oceania World Cup qualifying 
games are only a few months away, yet 
Venables does not have a team, let alone a 
settled one. He has cast his eyes over the 
local talent, now he must assess those 
playing overseas. 

. _ This latter task is a massive one in which 
he must spread his time over three 
continents and 20 countries, 

One of the first questions in the 
composition of Venables team is the 
formation with which he intends to play. In 
the Optus World Series Venables discarded 
the much criticised 5-3-1-1 formation 
adopted by his predecessor, Fddie Thomson. 
The main criticism of Thomson was his use 
of one forward, which was blamed for 
Australia’s lack of goal scoring. Venables 
preferred option was to use three forwards, 
although at least one of the forwards, Paul 
Trimboli, in particular, usually retreated to a 
deeper position when Australia was in 
possession of the ball. Nevertheless, 
‘Venables, and his team, were praised for its 
attacking style of play. 

When first chosen for his role, Venables 
alluded to the possibility of disposing of the 
‘sweeper’ role, which Australia has used for 
at least 20 years. His alternative was an 
English style flat back four. However, 
presumably influenced by assistant coach, 
Raul Blanco, Venables retained the sweeper 
for the four-nation tournament. Milan 
Ivanovic, the player filling that role, was 
one of Australia’s better players. With first 
hand experience of the effectiveness of the 
role, and the availability of quality 
sweepers, such as Okon, Horvat, and Ned 
Zelic, it is likely that he will maintain the 
use of the ‘free back" behind the twin 
stoppers. 


CHANGES 
MINOR 


It would therefore appear that the only 
change to the Thomson era will be the 
inclusion of an additional ‘permanent’ 
forward. Although personnel, changes are

inevitable, too, the greatest difference to the 
preceding era will be the mental attitude, the 
release of the defensive shackles placed 
upon the team, whose main aim seemed to

This is already evident in the fact that 
three of the four goals scored by Australia, 
in the Optus World Series, were scored by 
fullbacks, Thomson, though, would argue 
that he always encouraged his ‘fullbacks" to 
attack, too. But what Thomson never did, 
and hopefully Venables will, is to give full 
tein to the natural attacking disposition 
evident in Australian players. 

With a clear ‘style’ in mind, Venables 
needs to choose the players best suited to 
carry out his objectives, He is fortunate that 
the recent surge in the production of quality 
players emanating from Australia, seems to 
have no end in sight. Venables has classy 
alternatives for every position on the park. 


GOALKEEPER 
OBVIOUS 


‘The goalkeeping position appears to be 
one of his most straight forward. Mark 
Bosnich, the Aston Villa keeper, is a clear 
first choice. Zeljko Kalac is one of the 
locally based players certain to be part of the 
team, as Bosnich’s understudy. Other 
alternatives of distinction exist in the form 
of Mark Schwarzer, currently first choice

Under Thomson the first choice fullbacks 
were Tony Vidmar, on the right, and Jason 
Van Blerk, on the left. Both players are still 
challenging for the position, but a number 
of other players are putting pressure on the 
incumbents, 

‘Amongst those placing pressure on 
Vidmar are Matthew Bingley, who made a 
favourable impression with his performance 
in the Optus World Series and Kevin 
Muscat. The latter is having a successful, 
although controversial, season with English 
First Division club, Crystal Palace. As well 
as scoring important goals, Muscat has 
found himself, as he did in bis Australian 
career, in trouble with referees, his frequent 
over zealous tackling is taking its toll on 
unsuspecting English opponents. 

While Craig Moore usually plays in the 
right fullback position for his Scottish club, 
Rangers, he is more likely to be considered 
as a stopper in a team formation which is 
built dn a sweeper system. Moore lacks the 


speed and attacking prowess af the other 
fullback contenders. 

‘Van Blerk’s main competition for the left 
fullback role will stem from West Ham's 
Stan Lazaridis. Although playing more of a 
midfield or left wing role for his club side it 
is anticipated that he will be considered as 
an alternative to Van Blerk. The former 
West Adelaide player had been in 
scintillating form for West Ham in the early 
part of the English Premier League season. 
Injury has hampered his appearances for the 
struggling London club lately. 


KEWELL A 
PRODIGY 


One of the final acts of Thomson's reign 
‘was the introduction to the national team of 
a prodigy, Harry Kewell. The left fullback 
from New South Wales went in search of 
fame overseas at the age of 16 and ended up 
playing for Leeds United. Having already 
played for the first team at Leeds, Kewell’s 
debut for Australia against Chile, at the age 
of 17, was, indeed, an auspicious one. 
Having showed skill and composure beyond 
his tender years in his debut appearance he 
is destined to fill the fullback role in the 
near future. 

At this stage Vidmar looks set to retain 
his sport while Lazarides is the tip to fill the 
left fullback role ahead of the youthful 
Kewell, whose time will surely arrive in the 
near future, 

‘The heart of Australia’s defence has an 
abundance of talent seeking to impress 
Venables and his assistants. Heading the 
line up are Zelic, Horvat and Okon. The 
availability of three class sweepers means 
that excellent free backs such as Ivanovic 
and Milan Blagojevic are surplus to needs. 
The added bonus is that all three are 
versatile and, indeed, Okon is more than 
likely to be the midfield general for the 
national team. 

With Okon set to fill the role of 
playmaker, Zelic, provided that he makes a 
full recovery from his year long injury, is 
destined to grab the sweeper role. 

The choice of who will be playing in 
front of the sweeper may prove to be 
Venables most difficult assignment. The 
problem is not in finding the contenders, but 
in making the right choice amongst the 
many alternatives. Two players capable of 
playing in other positions are amongst the 
‘options, Horvat and Moore. 

The incumbents, under Thomson, are the 
current, ‘local’, captain of the Socceroos, 
Alex Tobin, and the recent emigre to Japan, 
Tony Popovic, Both have been playing well 
for the national team and would fill the role 
capably. 

Other local contenders for the roles 
include Mark Babic of Sydney United, who 
performed with distinction in the Optus 
‘World Series, Marconi's, Dominic Longo, 
and the injury prone, but inspirational, 
Melbourne Knights captain Andrew Marth, 

‘The hard tackling Andrew Bernal and the 
versatile George Kulscar, who can play as 
sweeper, stopper, and midfielder, are further 
names to be added to the possibles list. 

Whilst most pundits believe that Tobin 
will be one of the central defenders 
Venables may lean towards the more mobile 
and skilful pair of Moore and Horvat. 


‘SLATER ON 
FORM 


Candidates to join Okon in the midfield 
are headed by the overseas contingent of 
Robbie Slater, Steve Corica, and Danny 
Tiatto. The old stalwart, Slater, is having a 
strong season with English Premier League, 
Southampton, and his energetic style will 
complement Okon’s cultured skills, Corica’s 
nose for goals and his creativity has 
poised for the third member of the ‘engine 
room’. 

Tiatto, a similar player to Slater, with a 
seemingly inexhaustible amount of stamina, 
will have to bide his time. He will act as 
understudy to him and more than likely be 
used as a shock weapon to maximise use of 
his aggressive attacking style. _

‘Another two Youth Socceroos, 
midfielders Kasey Wehrman and Lucas 
Neil, are making such enormous progress 
that they will soon come into calculations 
for the squad. Wehrman has been the 
inspiration behind Brisbane Striker's 
achievement in this season's Ericsson Cup, 
while Neil has been an outstanding success 
as a regular member of English First 
Division team Millwall. 

The old warhorse, Graham Amold, has 
shelved plans for retirement in the belief 
that the 1998 World Cup is Australia’s best 
‘opportunity to be part of the elite since we 
took part in the 1974 Cup. Arnold will 
struggle to hold his position as the main 
striker but his desire and all round work 
ethic will ensure him a spot in the squad, 

Mark Viduka, with his excellent first 
touch and strength is tremendous at holding 
the ball, waiting for the midfield support. 
This attribute, plus his consistency in 
scoring, should avail him of the number one 
striking role. 

The striking partner for Viduka should be 
Aurelio Vidmar. Although capable of 
winning one of the midfield positions, 
‘Vidmar should be considered as a striker as 
his speed, skill and heading ability enables 
him to prise open the best of defences. 


VEART GIVES 
OPTIONS 


Crystal Palace's Carl Veart provides 
‘Venables ‘with further options in the striking 


position. The expatriate Adelaide City 
player is a regular, though not prolific 
scorer, for his club and has performed with 
distinction when previously called upon for 
Australia. 

Venables used three strikers, Kris 
Trajanovski, David Zdrilic, and Paul 
‘Trimboli, for the Optus World Series and all 
‘came through with credit. However, none of 
them scored and this will count against 
them. Of the three, Trimboli, has the best 
opportunity for selection as he provides a 
team with a greater array of skill when 
playing behind the strikers, 

‘The first Australian player to score a goal 
in Italy’s Serie A competition, John Aloisi, 
is somewhat a forgotten altern: 
Venables. Although he has previously” 
declined selection for both the Youth and 
the Olympic squads, as selection would 
have been deemed him a foreign player in 
Italy, his promising talent is worth 
assessing, 

Venables is fortunate that Australia is 
blessed with an ensemble of talent from 
which he can select a team capable of 
performing with great distinction in the 
‘World Cup. Although qualifying for France, 
by playing a Asian opponent at the last 
hurdle, will not be an casy task the 
following team will do credit to Australia, 
and invoke numerous retorts from other 
armchair experts.

Ts was not long ago that Wimbledon struggled to raise an 
eyebrow of interest — let alone a four-figure crowd — 
anywhere outside of a small area of South London. 

‘But now the prospect of the ‘Crazy Gang" challenging the 
biggest names in European soccer is more a probability than a 
pub joke. 

Wimbledon are currently sixth in the Premiership and with 
the top two guaranteed a place in next season’s Champions 
League, nobody is ruling out the prospect of the Premiership's 
poorest club mixing it with Europe's richest. 

“They are as good « team ax anyone we've faced all season, 
they are a very, very impressive side — no doubt about it,” 
says Manchester United manager Alex Ferguson. 

‘And he should know, after waiching his mighty, multi- 
million dollar side crash out of the FA Cup to the South 
London club. 

The Dons are joint 11-2 second favourites with Leeds behind 
favourites Chelsea to win the Cup they won for the frst time 
‘when they stunned Liverpool in 1988, just five years after being 
crowned champions — of division four. 

This season they are challenging for honours on three fronts 
with the first leg of the League Cup semi-final against Leicester 
on February 18 the next challenge in an extraordinary year. 

‘Bur it is the way Joe Kinnear's side have been playing that 
has surprised even their fiercest critics who, in the past, have 
‘accused the Dons of achieving success through brute force and

“But team to team there is. They're certainly not five times 
better than us.”
